A recent advertisement shows the picture of a wife 
plowing in 1777, while her husband was away fighting 
for their country’s independence. The advertisement) 
then stressed that by building up certain financial re- 
serves, one can gain “freedom from the ugliest fear 
of alll—want.” 

Nowhere was the point made that the woman plow- 
ing was doing a job to help free herself and her hus- 
band and her country of a fear much greater than 
that of financial want, namely, fear of tyranny, fear 
of oppression, fear of injustice. 

“Freedom from fear” and “freedom from want,” as 

they are generally presented to our people today, 
seem to be based entirely on material things, as if easy 
living and a full stomach were the principal guaran- 
tees which we should worry about. 
« The right to be independent and free of domination 
by any government, any king, or any ‘bureaucracy, 
is what the 1777 woman arid her husband were fight- 
ing for. A full stomach or financial security were the 
least of their fears.
